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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-26 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

The closest prior art appears to be JP 1 1 152332 (CAPLUS abstract) which 
teaches compounds structurally related to those of the instant invention, in particular, 
the compound RN=226697-53-6. However, the prior art compound (the compound 
which most closely structurally resembles the instant compounds) contains a 4-alkyl 
substituted cyclohexyl moiety rather than the 3-alkyl substituted cyclohexyl of the instant 
compounds. Additionally, this alkyl group of the prior art compound contains less than 
the minimum 8 carbons of the instant compounds. 

The instant compounds are neither taught nor suggested by the cited prior art. 
Nor would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the compounds of the prior art in order to arrive at those of the 
instant invention. There is no motivation to do so.
